In claim 4, line 4 after the word controller "sets" has been deleted. 
In claim 4, line 7, after transmitter— and such that the transit timing does not 
overlap the receive timing signals— has been added. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach a UWB repeater transmitter and receiver, 
transmits at a predetermined transmitting timing which is different from the receiving 
timing by a pulse unit in order to prevent a sneak path wave between the receiver and 
the transmitter. These limitation, in conjunction with all other limitations, has not been 
disclosed or suggested or made obvious over the prior art of record.
